Communists 
Unite  Over 
Manifesto 

MOSCOW,  Dec.  6 (UPD-In- 
ternational  Communism  today 
presented  a tougher  and  more 
self-assuted  front  to  the  rest  of 
the  world  despite  its  proclaimed 
wish  to  co-exist  with  the  West 
in  peace. 

TTie  1960  manifesto  made  pub- 
lic last  night  took  a more  ag- 
gressive attitude  toward  tho 
West — and  the  United  States  In 
particular — than  did  the  last 
manifesto  issued  in  1957. 

Each  paragraph  of  the  20.000- 
word  document  was  carefully 
worked  out  at  the  recent  Com- 
munist summit  meeting  of  lead- 
ers from  81  national  CommunM 
parties  behind  the  Kremlin 
walls. 

MUCH  OF  the  wording  was 
identical  to  the  1957  document 
and  not  one  basic  new  idea  was 
introduced.  But  there  were  new 
refinements  and  degrees  of  em- 
phasis. 

These  will  be  stressed  and  pro- 
vide the  basis  for  Pravda  edi- 
torials and  Communist  party 
policies  generally  until  the  next 
International  Party  conclave. 

THE  1960  MANIFESTO  sin- 
gles out  “U.  S.  Imperialism”  as 
“the  main  factor  In  aggre-ssion 
and  war.”  In  1957  the  United 
States  was  lumped  with  other 
imperialists. 

On  capitalism  in  general,  the 
Communists  have  now  pro- 
claimed it  is  going  through  a 
“crisis  ...  an  intense  process  of 
disintegration  and  decay.” 

THE  1960  DOCUMENT  warns 
that  the  Communist  countries 
will  “defend”  East  Germany,  a 
phrase  missing  from  the  1957 
manifesto. 

The  declaration  backed  Soviet 
Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev’s 
contention  that  peaceful  co-exis- 
tence with  the  West  is  possible 
and  that  war  is  not  inevitable.

The  Big  Eight  Sooners  proved 
their  strength  over  Border  Con- 
ference rival,  Texas  Western, 
capturing  a 70-58  win  to  open 
their  season.  Moving  into  the 
Big  Ten  ranks  on  Saturday,  the 
Oklahoma  squad  copped  a vic- 
tory over  Minnesota,  60-56. 

Sparked  by  the  playing  of 
soph  guard,  5-9  Eddie  Evans, 
Oklahoma  was  able  to  overcome 
defense  problems  that  have  been 
plagueing  them  this  season.
